REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art of record, Koumura et al. (US 4,591 ,554) taught a method for detecting 
microorganisms comprising forming a nutrient medium comprising a fluorescent enzyme 
substrate, introducing a sample containing microorganisms into the medium, allowing 
the mixture to incubate for a period of time, centrifuging the solution to separate the 
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fluorescent derivatives from the solid particles and measuring the amount of 
fluorescence liberated by the microorganisms endogenous enzyme activity 
(corresponding to Claim 1 , steps d and e). The reference does not teach or suggest the 
step of first passing a known volume of media through a filter from influent side to 
effluent side to concentrate any contaminants on the influent side. The Tuompo etal. 
(US 5,714,343) reference taught a method for detecting microorganisms comprising 
passing a known volume of media through a filter from influent side to effluent side to 
concentrate any contaminants on the influent side, contacting the influent side of the 
filter with an detectable enzyme substrate, allowing the detectable substrate to interact 
with the contaminants on the influent side of the filter and detecting the detectable 
moiety on the filter (corresponding to Claim 1 steps a-c). There is no reason why one of 
ordinary skill in the art would modify two complete assays which each accomplish the 
goal of detection of microorganisms, to include more steps (i.e, centrifugation) or more 
components (i.e., a second filtration step). 

Claims 1-13, 15-18, 20-30, 34, 37-42, 44, 45 and 48-60 are allowed.

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ABSTRACT 

Disclosed is a convenient sample preparation method for a medium suspected of 
containing contaminants, the method comprising a) passing a known volume of said 
medium through a filter from an influent side to an effluent side thereby concentrating 
the contaminants on the influent side of the filter, b) contacting the influent side of the 
filter with a liquid vehicle containing at least one substrate that through interaction with 
the contaminants each produces a detectable moiety, c) and allowing the substrate to 
interact with the contaminants on the influent side of the filter for a period of time, which 
is sufficient to allow the detectable moiety to be detected in the liquid vehicle. The 
method may further comprise a detection step, where the amount of detectable is 
determined in the liquid vehicle, preferably after the liquid vehicle has been separated 
from the contaminant, e.g. by passing the liquid vehicle through the filter and performing 
a measurement on the contaminant free liquid vehicle. Also disclosed is a kit for 
exercising the inventive method.
